U. S. FOREIGN POLICY 
UNCHANGED BY 
| DEVELOPMENTS

WASHINGTON, ‘lP—United States 
foreign policy, based primarily on low- 
tariff economies and “good neighbor” 
relationships but dominated just now 
by a big navy defense program, stands 
unchanged today by spectacular Euro- 
pean political events. Officials do not 
care to comment beyond that on the 
big diplomatic week-end.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. ([P/—More than 
25,000 men, women and chiidren, rout- 
ed from their lowland homes by icy 
flood waters, were scattered among re- 
fuge camps in southwestern Arkansas 
and southeastern Oklahoma _ today, 
many of them exposed to cold weather 
and endangered by pneumonia. 

Red Cross disaster workers were 
rushed from Washington to the strick- 
en areas of Arkansas, where 5,000 fam- 
iies, representing 22,000 persons were 
homeless. 

National guardsmen were out in Ok- 
lahoma directing airplanes, motorboats 
and ambulances along the deluged sec- 
tions of the Arkansas and Red River 
bottoms, where other thousands had 
been forced to abandon their homes.
